Report on the working of the ArcliaBological Department for the ye-rr 1927-28, received frean the 
Registrar, Mysore University, witli his letter No. 15098-9, dated the-2ird January 1929, 


Okder No. D. 11384-96— Uni. 360-28-2, d.\ied 2nd Mav 1929. 


1 . Recorded. 

2. The Director and his staff toured in parts of the Districts of Mysore, Hassan, 
Kolar, Shinio^.'a and Chitaldrug, partly for excavation, partly for exploration of 
ancient monuments and partly for the search and collection of epigraphs and other 
old records and manuscripts. A detailed survey of monuments was made during the 
ye.tr in parts of Davangere, Sagar, Shikarpur and Chikraagalur Taluks. The most 
noteworthy monuments discovered are two temples situated in the heart of a forest 
near Nadkalsi in the Sagar Taluk. These temples which are reported to be in a very 
good stale of pieservation are said to be very fine examples of the Hoysala style of 
architecture, a type rarely found in the Malnad parts. The minor repairs which 
are reported to be necessary should, be executed very early. While reviewing the la,st 
year’s report, Goyernm’ nt drew the attention of the Deputy Commissioner of Tumkur 
to the necessity for the proper maintenance of the temples at Kaidala by an effective 
administration of the temple lands ; but no report has yet been received in the matter 
as yet. This should be attended to. 


3. Tbe total number of records collected during the yetr was 113 and included 
1 1 copper plate grants and 3 sannads, the rest being stone in-criplions. In the 
dosing monthi, of the year under report, i.e., between the 9th May and 9th June 1928, 
preliminary work of excavation on the ancient site of Chandravalli near the town of 
Chitaldiug was begun and carried on under the supervision of Professor 
M. H. Krishna lyenger, m.a., D.Litt., (London) at a cost of Rs. 1,009, from the 
funds ol the Archseoh gical Department. It is gratifying to note that this step 
resulted in seme interesting finds, among other things, of coins belonging to the 
Satavahana and later dynasties. It is hoped that further excavations on the site will 
result in even mi re interesting discoveries throwing light on the history of this ancient 
period. The detailed report promised on these finds will be awaited with interest. 

New facts stated to have been gkaned during the year are: — 

1. Confinnation of the rule of the Satavahanas and the Cbatus over Mysore, both, by arthseolo- 

gical finds unearthed by excavating on the Chandravalli Site and by the application of the' linguistic 
test noticed in the report. , , 

2. The outbreak of a war between the Keladi and Kalasa chiefs, and the Spoliation of the 
Sringeri Mutt by the latter.

ANNUAL REPORT FOE THE YEAR ENDING .SOth JUNE 1928. 


ToUBS. EKC’AVATtON, AND EXPLORATION. 

1. The Director and the staff ma<le tours in parts of the districts of Mysore, 
Hassan, Kolar, Khimoi;a, and Chitaldrug partly for excavation, partly for exploration 
of ancient monuments and partly lor the search and collection of epigraphs and other 
old records and inamiscriptfe. 

Since the acquisition of the Chandravalli site referred to in the Report for 11)26, 
it was under contemplation to undertake the work of Excavation of the site following 
systematic plan. It was found possible to take up this work during the close of the 
year under report. 

2 The ancient site of Chandravalli is situated in a triangular valley about two 
miles from the modern town of Chitrarlurga. (('hitaldroog). 

Chandravalli Site. It is surrounded on the East, South and West by a range of 

hills of varying heights while on the North it is open, facing 
a hill called C'h5laragudda which is situated about a mile away. 

The local people have the tradition that a great city was situated in the 'now un- 
inhabited valley and that the city was destroyed by a Brahma Hakshasu who came 
to dwell in the place. Bumlar weird stories are told of some mysterious creatures guard- 
ing the wealth buried in the site 

When a new water-course was opened, south to north, through the site by the 
Government of Mysore about 80 years ago, several lead coins were discovered and 
picked up. Ever since, tourists and tieasure-seekers have searched the water-course 
after every heavy shower ot rain and collected coins, pottery and other antiquities. 

In the year 1908, the Director-General of Archfpoloay in India asked the Mysore 
Government for information about the site. Mr. R. Narasimha<*har, officer in charge 
of Archaiological Researches in Mysore at that time, sank a few pits near the water- 
course, collected some antiquities and published a shoit note about them in the Mysoie 
Archajological report for that year. The question of acquiiing the site fiom private 
owners for the Archsoological Department was next taken up and a large portion of 
the .site was acquired two year.s ago. Duiing the current year a preliminary work 
on the site was begun and carried on under the supervision of Prof. M. H. Krishna 
Iyengar, m.a., D.Lit., (London), at a cost of R.s. 1,000 from the funds of the Archsco- 
logical Department. This season’s work was conducted between the 9th of May and 
the 9th of June and was stopped owing to the exhaustion of funds and the out-break 
of the monsoon. 

The actual work was done in three stages, Eirst, a close study was made of the 
surface of the site and the general study eff its neighberaing rooks, hdlb and vaUeys. 
A regular plane table survey of the whole Valley was made and a plan is in the course 
of preparation. Secondly a number of pits were sunk and four definite spots were 
selected and excavated. Some bricks and tiles, pottery, bones, coins and other articles 

found in the ejjjoaYated areas and were carefully collected. Those tMngSi 
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witli tlie plans, drawings, sketches, impressions of inscriptions and photographs 
prepared on the spot are now being studied. A detailed report will be issued later on. 

The find unearthed by eiccavation contains some coins belonging to the period of 
the Satavahanas and some to the later kings of Dutu and Chutu dynasties of the 
second and third centuries A.D. 

PAET l.-AUCHZEOLOGY. 


(i) Monumental Survey 

3. Detailed Monumental Survey was made during the year in parts of the Taluks 
of Davangere, Sagar and Shikarpur and Chikmagalur and the following places were 
visited : — Bhanuvalli in Haiihar Sub-taluk; Anekonda, B^tur and Nirthadi in Davan- 
gere taluk ; Chittur in Sorab Taluk : Ikkdri, Keladi and NS-dkalasi in Saaar taluk ; 
Kuduvalli in Chikmagalur taluk. 

4. About 8 miles to the South of Harihar, the Village Bhamivajli called Lakshmi- 

narayanapura in the inscription found on the spot contains 
Bhanuvalli. a ruined temple of Lakshmi Nar&yana. Of the original 

temple which consists of a garbhagnha, a mhhanasi and a 
namrnnga only the garbhagriha is standing, the rest of the building being only trace- 
able by the foundation still discernible. The suhhanasi has been rebuilt recently with 
mud roof. The image of Lakshmi Nfi.r&yana, is, however, a very big one. its total height 
including pedestal and prabhavali being about 8 feet. The image is sitting with 
Lakshmi on his lap and holds discus and mace in the two upper bands. The lower 
right hand holds a conch while the lower left goes round the waist of Lakshmi. The 
image has got ear-rings (makarakundala) in its ears and the image of Garuda is carved 
on the pedestal. 

5. Ts a small village about a mile from the Davangere town. It contains a good 

Hoysala temple dedicated to Ilvara called Jagat8svara in 
Anekonda. the inscription dated 1143 AD. (Davangere, A, E. C. XT). 

The inscription stone is still standing. The temple consists 
of a garbhagriha, a sukhanasi, a navaranga and a porcA conristing of two Ankams, 
There are two niches, one on either side of theswil^nasi door way which contain figures 
of ^hanmukha and a goddess. There is a cell on either side of the navaranga, the right 
one being quite open whereas the left one has a doorway. Both of them are empty. 

The central ceiling has the figure of Siva in dancing posture in the centre and 
Aahtadikp(Unla’i at the eight cardinal points. One peculiarity here is that in the 
central flowers of other ceilings Ashtadikpdlakas are carved. 

The front ankana of the porch has Ta,ndav#^vara figure surrounded by petals of 
flowers. An inscription (Davangere 7, E. G. XI) is carved above the figure statmg that 
it is the work of Abhinava-hasta-Vedegam, son of Rfivari Bahdja. 


The 0eoQn4 grnhana has the figure of Indra seated on an elephant with figures in 


daneiiag |>ostihP6 surrounding it. 

On a stota laiJing to the left of the main entrance there is an inscription

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An inscription at tiie spot (Davan^ore .j, E. (\ XI), dated 1116 AT), mentions 
the grant of an endowment probably to this temple by HAvalad^vi. 

6. Is a village a mile farther away from Anekonda. There are 3 temples in the 

village ; Kftlabhairava and Kalld^vara temples ontside and 
Betur. . Basava temple inside. There are several Viragals and in- 

scriptions in the Village mentioning the names of Vimuk- 
t&^vara, Eamesvara. Siddhesvara and FSarp^^vara. It has not been possible to identify 
these gods. 

The Kalabhairava temple consists of a garbhagrihu, mvaranya and a porch. Only 
the central ceiling of the navarayiqa is deep, utliers arc all flat and nnearved. There 
are perforated panels on either side of the (larhhacinha doorway. The Kdlahhmrava 
image is about four feet high. The whole of the outer wall has fallen now and is 
covered up by a mound of earth. Air inscirption (Davanagere 6 E. C. XI) refers to 
this temple and is dated fiaka year 1091. 

The Basava temple is a modern structure built only in the year A.!). 1916. 

The KallSivara temple seems to he the oldest of all. It is situated about a furlong 
from the village and to the north of it. It consists of a (larbhagriha, an open svkhana&i, 
a navaranga and a mtd'/iatmnfapa of 12 anJeams. The central ceiling of the navaranga 
has an image of Nataraja in the centre surrounded by Ashtadikpalakaa. Images of 
Sarasvati, Shamnukha, Nar4yana, and Ndgakanyakilt are kejrt in the Navaranga. 
The Mnkhamantapa is coming down and the whole structure is in utter ruins. Trees 
have grown and are causing damage to the (lopura which is liowever, so far, intact. 

The deity is being worshipped daily. The temple has no endowment. 

7, Is a village in the same taluk, situated on the border of the boundary between 

Davangere and (Jhitaldrug taluks. There is a fine temple 
Nirthadi. constructed in the Dravidian style in the village, dedicated 

to Sri Ranganatha. The temple consists of a garbhagriha, 
sukhanasi, a navaratiga and two small shrines on either side of the tiavaranga attached 
to the sukhanasi. There is an open niukhamantapa with pials on either side of the 
entrance on the East and there are porches on the North and on the South. 

The central pillars of the navaranga are square and tapering to the top and have 
figures carved on all the sides. The pillars of the mulhamantapa are also square and 
composite ; the two middle ones contain figxires of Ynlis and riders and the two outer 
ones have small pilasters. 

The central ceiling is deep with a pendant supported by four parrots. The (lopura 
is lofty and completely in stone unlike most other (fopuras in this style of Architecture. 
In front of the Mukhamantapa there is a railing in stone with square uprights and 
octagon horizontal bars and in front of the porches some Toranas are standing sup- 
ported by carved pillars. By the side of the North porch an inscription stone (Davan- 
gere 164, E, G, XI), is standing dated f§aka year 1619 which states that there was origi- 
nally here a temple dedicated to Ah6bala N8.rariinha. that it was destroyed by 
Aurangzeb’s army and that this was rebuilt by the Chitaldrug chiefs. Accordingly 
the present image of Ranganatha seems to be a later introduction. The pedestal in 
the ga/rbhagriha goes to support this theory, in as much as it looks much older than 
the image and is far too broad for the image now standing. The left portion of the same 
now vacant seems to have been prepared to receive a second figure, probably, the 
image of Lakshmt,

Krisli:^a holding a hall of butter in hand is carved on the lintel of the sukhanasi door 
way. 

The image Of a goddess is kept in the room to the right of the sukhanasi doorway 
and it is in sitting posture holding lotuses in the two upper hands, the lower ones 
being in the Abhaya and Varada poses. 

In the room to the left of the sukhanasi doorway there are 12 images of Alwars, 
and one of Vishnu. Three pairs of Bhaktavigraha (devotees) are carved with folded 
hands in the 3 central pillars of the navaranga. 

The outer wall of the garbhagriha has carved figures all round. Elephants in 
various poses are carved at the bottom of the basement. Below the basement mould- 
ing horses and warriors are carved. In the panel next higher up, women engaged in 
the play called Koldta are carved and just below the top cornice, figures illustrating 
some episodes of the Ramayana are carved. 

On the whole, the temple though comparatively modern, belonging to the 17th 
century, is interesting and is worthy of preservation. 

8. Is situated in Sorab Taluk about seven miles from Shiralkoppa. There are 

four temples in the village dedicated to DurgS, Anjan^ya. 
Chittur. Narayana and Isvara. The first two are tiled structures. 

The third is a small shrine situated on a mound completely 
in ruins. The only temple worth noticing in the village is the ISvara temple which 
consists of a garhhagriha, sukhanasi, navaranga and a small porch. The sukhanasi 
doorway has perforated panels on either side of the opening. There are 8 niches in the 
navaranga three of which are empty. In the remaining ones there are images of Sapta- 
mStrika, Ganapati and Mahishasuramardini, with a Vishpu image holding conch and 
discus in the two upper hands and lotus and mace in the two lower ones. The pillars 
of the Porch are sixteen-sided while those in the navaranga are of the usual round shape. 
A small piece of stone with seated figures of a man and a woman with folded hands 
carved on it has been placed in one of the empty niches. This is apparently part of an 
inscription stone as a few illegible lines of inscription can be seen underneath the carving. 

The deity is called Ramani,th^svara in the inscription carved on the pillars of 
the navaranga. 

The Gopura is an ordinary one in stone with no carvings or ornamentation. 

9. The most important discovery of the year are the two very beautiful Hoysala 

temples situated in the heart of a forest near Nafikalsi in the 
Nadkalasi. Sagar taluk. One of them is slightly bigger than the other. 

Both of these face the East and stand at a distance of about 


30 feet from each other. The bigger temple consists of a garhhagriha, a sukhanasi, 
ind , a and is dedicated to MaUik^rjuna. There are four niches

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pillarh, animals, birds, and Imnian fiijureh in dancini* posture are carved in outline. 
A few of them are reproduced here. They show the graceful draughtsmanship of 
the artists of that period. 

There is a very fine Bull made of stone in the m ukhamuhtajm. The stone has been 
beautifully polished The qarhlmqriha has a stone tower of the Bodgaddavajli type 
and there are empty niches on all the three outside walls of the garbhagriha. 

The .smaller temple consists of u garbhagriha and Sutiavaranga. There is a narrow 
passage all round the r/arbJmfriha for ciicumanihuiation purposes. The temple is 
dedicated to Lsvara popularly called Bame^vara, whereas the name of the deity is 
stated to be Nilakau!hA4vara, Billesvara. andH6mA4\ara in inscriptions. There is only 
one niche in the temple which contains an image of Vishnu holding a discus and conch 
in the two up])er hands arni probably a lotus in the two lower ones. But the mace is 
missing. 

The (topura o\er this temple is similar to the one on the Mallikaijuna temple. 
The stone finial which should be on the top is missing and the carved slab of the stone 
usually placed in front of the gojrnra wliich hei e has figures carved on it has fallen down 
from its })lace. A stone railing runs on the three shies of the navaranga and tw'O carved 
elephants are placed on either side of the main entrance. One of these elephants has 
fallen down and is partly buried in earth. 

Ceilings are all flat with carved rosettes. In this temple also the figures of 
animals and birds are carved in outline as in the other temple. 

Both in this and the other temple there are two kinds of pillars. Those on the 
jagati are sixteen-sided on an octagonal base while other pillars are round on square base. 

Inscriptions are carved on the three piUar,s, of the hnvararuja which go to show that 
the temple was built in saka yeai llJ-t) by one Baleyanna Vergade, King of Kodanad 
unci Kundanad- Both these tem])le.s are very fine examples of the Hoysala style very 
rarely found in the Malnad part^ and are tit to ))e clashed as 1st tdass Monuments. 
They are fortunately in very go<»d state of jjreaervation. They however stand in need 
of minor repairs which must be attemled to in the interests of ancient art. 

10. A cursoiy survey of the AghdrcsMira temple in this village was made so far 
l>ack as the year 1911 and a .short description of the temple 
Ikkeri. was jniblished in para 44 of the Beport for that year without 

illustrations. It is a very beautiful temple built in mixed 
style and is unique in conception and treatmetit. It is a ctjinbination of Dravidian 
and Hoysala Art witli no clear features of (Saracenic style. 

The temple eonsists of a qctirhhagrihft. an open sukhrinasi and a big mukkamantapa 
of as ankanas. There is a narrow passage leading from the sukhamn all round the 
gnrbhagnha for purposes of circumambulation. The roof of the mukhamantapa is 
unusually high being about 16' 6" and the pillais are very beautifully carved ; the 
four central ones being more ornamented than the rest and of a different design. 

The outer wall is not over-wrought with carvings as in other Hoysala buildings. 
But tiiere are features of Hoysala Ait introduced in the shape of turrets and door 
jajubs and surmounted by Dravidian pierccd-stone-Jali-work. This combination 
renders the W'ork more attractive and appreciable. This feature is found in no other 
monument in the State. Tlje pilasters in the walls of the nmkhamantafci have each 
a subsidiary pillar and the pilasters between the niches have Yalis and warriors. All 
the doorways are exquisitely carved, especially the inner doorway of the mukhemaniapa. 
Above the turreted columns on the outer wall runs a hand of 6" carved mostly 
tlw figures of ® niches on the three sides of the. ou,^ 
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the garhhagriha and a platform of five feet wide runs all round the garbhagriha and the 
outer wall. On the east side beyond the platform a beautifully carved drain pro- 
jects at a height of about four feet and below the drain there is an elephant with a 
seated female figure holding Pd^a and anhusa in the two upper hands and lotus and 
fruit in the two lower hands. From an inscription on the basement of the temple 
which says “ji mantapada kelasava geyida hchhri Hombuchada Venlcataiyanu”' 
it is clear that one Venkataiya of Humcha is the principal architect responsible for the 
design and construction of the mukhamaniapa. 

Except the western wall which is a bit out of plumb, the rest of the structure is 
in a very good state of preservation. As this is a very unique temple with rare fea- 
tures not met with in other monuments this has to be classed as a first class monument 
and maintained in perfect good repair. 

To the left of the main temple stands the shrine of the goddess. It consists of 
a garbkagriha, a sukhanasi with two small shrines on either side, a navaranga, and a 
porch. 

The navaranga has an arched doorway with a window of J&li work on either side. 
The front mantapa has four pillars with figures of elephants supporting Yalis and 
riders. There is a stone railing consisting of turrets and hons alternating with each 
other above the basement on either side of central bay. The original image in the 
garbhagriha is stated to have been destroyed and another one is now placed. The 
name of the goddess is Akhilfindgsvari. 

There is a pavilion in front of the main entrance of the Agh6r§^vara temple in 
which a well carved Nandi is kept. The pavilion is in the Vijayanagar style of archi- 
tecture with arched openings and is very elegantly carved. 

11. Which is a small village now is a place of great antiquarian interest. Among 
the monuments found in the village, the RhmSsvara temple 
Keladi. is the most important. It consists of two garbhagnhas 

standing side by side facing east, two sukhanasis, with a 
passage all round the garbhagriha for circumambulation, two mukhamantapas and 
two porches. They seem to have been two independent temples built side by side. 
In front of one of these temples stands a lofty lamp pillar with an inscription dated 
1681 A.D. (Sagar 38, A”. 0. VIII). This temple is dedicated to Virabhadra and is wor- 
shipped by a Ling§,yat, while the other is dedicated to El,m^^vara worshipped by a 
Brahmin. 



The Virabhadra temple is more ornate and more interesting than the other. 
Six of the pillars in the mukhamantapa are composite consisting of square pillajs with 
projected y§.lis supporting a bracket. ,A platform stone railing with turrets runs aU! 
round the mukhamaniapa and the edge of the Jagali has a flower border. 

here are all flat and of unusual pattern. In two of them there axe 
lotuses with geoinetrib patterns snrrCtihding, them.' The thh<d 
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Tlie fisjjure of (laiiapati is carved on tUe lintel ol the huhlimiasi (h^orvvay. The 
garhhagriha doorway is plain and micarved. On the r<>ai’ wall of the temple there is 
a curious figui-e carved : The figure is about 3 feet high ; has a lion’s heafl : hands 
made up of two elephants’ trunks and elephants' legs. What this figure is meant to 
represent it is hard to ascertain. 

On one of the pillars of the nmkhmmntapa^ a seated figure of a king is <*arvc<l : 
Two servants .stand in attendance on him. Nobody in the locality couhJ say whom it 
represents. On the floor of the same, however, a figure of a man. prostrating before 
the god with folded hands is carved and below “I’animafli Virappa” is inscribed. 

As stated above, the jn'llar in front of the temjile has an inscription carved on its 
base : The inscription states that the pillar was set uj» through the treasuier tSidda 
Basavayya in the fiaka year 1603 (hiring tlie reign of f^ivajipa Nayak. Three female 
and two male figures with lolded hands, are carved on the pillar facing the temple. 
One of the female figures is the biguest of the group. 

It is .stated that a big fair is held on the ^ivaratri day every year and that the fair 
is kept up for nearly a mouth. 

The R8,raesvaja temple.— There are niches on either side of the mkhanaM door- 
way in which iinaues of Ganapati and MahishAsuramardini are kej)t. Oanajuiti is 
carved over the lintel of the sukhamsi doorway. A figure of Lukslnnt Nardyaija 
holding discus and conch in the upper hands and lotus ami mace in the lower hands 
and two images of Saptauiatrikas are standing within the courtyard. It is stated 
that the temple has about Us. ,36,000 at its credit and that a portion of the same is 
being utilized in constructing the covered verandah all round the temple. 

The shrine of the Goddess stands by the side of the main temple and consists of 
a garhagriha with a passage surrounding it for eircumarabulation and a small verandah 
in front. In front of this there is a hall about 1 5' x 20' which has got a tiled roof and 
a wooden ceiling of good w'orkmaubhip. The image is about two feet high with two 
hands. There is a lotus in the right hand while the left hand hang,s down the side. 

Siva and Parvati are carved on the rear wall of the temple and on the outer wall 
towards the front, figuj'es of Shanmulcha, Ganapati, Kalabhairava, Gajalakshmi, 
Natarflja, Dattatr^ya and Tumburu are carved. 

An inscription, Sagar 39 E. C. VTII, state.s that in Saka year 1594. Rfimasekhara 
N§,yaka, son of Sivappa N&yaka granted an itmhli to the Archak of this temple. 

There are also three small shrines to the we,st of the village. Two of these are 
small stone .structures of one ankana each. 1’he third is also of one ankana, but with a 
tiled roof. The first two are dedicated to Anjant^ya and Durga and the third is a 
Vishpu temple. The image of Vishpu i.s two feet high with 4 hands holding Chakra 
and Sankha in the two upper hands and bow and arrow in the two lower hands. 
Garu(Ja is carved on the pede.stHl of this image. 

There is also a Jain Basti in the village. It appears that the ground where the 
hasti stands was covered with thick jungle and that it was cleared five years ago and 
a small tiled structure was built over it, by a Jaina residing in the village. The image 
is that of Par^vanfttha with a serpent hood. It is very small, nearly a foot in height. 
There is also a brass image of Anantanatha. 


12. Eight miles to the south, of Chikmagalur is an Agrahar consisting mostly of 
Brahmin population and as stated in an inscription of 1391 
EuduvalU.

Tkere are four temples in. tlie tillage : viz., Kalas^^vara, SomSSvara, ES,inl4vara 
and Channak^^ava, all ordinary structures, with tiled roof. The last temple was 
repaired five years ago by one Sowcar Venktaramaiya of the place. 

On the Mil, to the west of the village, about a mile ofi, there is a temple called 
G-autaml^vara : This is said to be a place of pilgrimage to the people in the neigh- 
bourhood. The temple is in Hoysala style consisting of a garhhagriha, suhhanasi, 
and a m-varanga with a tiled roof all over. The pillars of the navaranga are of two 
kinds. Two are round with usual mouldings and two are many-cornered. 

An inscription stone of Vira Narasimha Deva’s time, dated Saka year 1286 is 
standing by the side of the temple (Chikmagalur 89 E. C. VI), and there is also an in- 
complete viragal. There is also an inscription of Saka 966 noticed in page 62, of the 
report for 1927. A door-lintel with Nataraja carved beautifully thereon with atten- 
dants is lying by the side of the temple doorway. 

There are two big DvampalaJca figures on either side of the suJchanasi entrance 
and two figures, one of Ksilabhairava and the other, of Saptamatrikas are standing 
in the navaranga.

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PART II.— MANUSCRIPTS. 

{ i ) The Kahnada Language undeb the Matjbyas and the Satavahanas. 

20. While speaking in his thirteenth edict of countries that came under the 
sphere of his conquest by the Law of Piety, Asoka mentions the territories of the 
Chdlas, and the Pfi,ndyas and of Ceylon as ‘neighbouring realms’ and those of the 
Ydnas and KambhOjas, the Bhojas and the Pitinikas, and the 5ndhras and the Pulindas- 
as forming part of his own dominions. In edict II he mentions Satiyaputras, and 
KSralaputras along with the Chdlas and PS,ndyas. Prom this it follows that the 
Chdlas, the P§,ndyas, the Satiyaputras and the K^ralaputras were practically under 
independent rulers and that the .Andhras were under A^6ka. It is to be noted that it 
is rather the people than dynasties of kings that are denoted by the words, Cholas, 
Pa.nd.yas, the K^ralaputras and the Andhras. Though the people designated by the 
term Satiyaputras are not satisfactorily identified, there is no doubt left regarding the 
meaning of the other terms. The name Chola is even now given to the people inhabit- 
ing the Tanjur and Trichinopoly districts. The people of Madura and its neighbour- 
hood are called the Pandyas. Kerala is the name applied to the people of Travancore 
and Cochin. The people of Telugu districts are known as the Andhras. 

21. There can be no doubt that the Chdlas, the PHudyas and the Kgralas had 
their own rulers speaking in their own language and that the Court language was Tamil. 
It may be presiuned that the Andhras were under a Viceroy appointed by A^oka and 
many of the important Offices in the Andhra Government were held by men deputed 
from P&taliputra, the capital of A^dka. It can be safely inferred from the edicts of 
A^dka engraved on rocks at Brahmagiri and at Jatingi Rdmlsvara hill 
in the district of Chitaldrug that what is later called the Karna^a country was 
like the Andhra territory tmder a Viceroy appointed by Asoka and that most 
of the important offices under the Viceroy were held by men hailing from 
P§.taliputra. According to the Kavirajamarga (Chapter I, Verse 36) the 
Karnata Country extended from the Kaveri to the Gddavari. Even now the 
people inhabiting the strip of the land in the west stretcldng from the source of K4veri 
bo as far as Kolhapur speak the Kannada language. Under the Chhlukyas the sphere 
of the Karnata rule extended as far as N&sik or the Gdd&vari. From this it is clear 
that intercourse between the Andhras and the Karnatas was far easier than between 
the Tamils and the Telugus or the Karnatas. It is not known whether there were two 
Viceroys, one in the Andhra land and the other in the Karn§,ta land or whether there 
was a single Viceroy administering both the provinces. Seeing the vast area of the 
two provinces, it may be presumed that each province had its own Vicehoy. 

22. There can be no doubt that all the officers forming the government from 
t^ Viceroy downwards either in the Andhra province or in the Karnliita Province 
.spoke in Prftkiat and that with a view to make the aidministraticm of the countries easy 
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or schools. The absence of any such edicts iii the couiitiies oi the C’holas'. tKJi«^aj><.lyas, 
and the Keralas which are all spoken of in other edicts as being friendly confirms the 
presmnption that the Tamils and the Kl^ralas could not understand Prakrit. 

23. Even later, during the rule of the t^atavahanas and the Chutus or I^agas who 
succeeded the Mauryas one after another in the Karnata and Andhra lands, Prakrit 
seems to have continued to be the official language. This view is supported by fiata- 
karni’s inscription in Pr-akrit, No, 263 in Malavalli, Hhikaripur taluk, {E. C. VII} and 
by Chandra fiata’s inscri})tion in Pnlkiit in Kocjavolu in the (lodilvari flistrict. and 
by fiivasvati's inscription in the same language in Amaravati on the lower course of 
the Krishna. All these inscri])tions are accepted to be not later than Ihe begiiminii of 
the third century A.D. As the inscription (No. 264 Ma}a\ajli, Shikaripur taluk) of 
S^ivavariua of the Kadamba dynasty which succeedetl the S.itakarnis in Mysr»re is also 
in Prakrit, it may be rea.s(mably inferred that rr.lkrit {‘ontinued as the otPeial language 
in the Karnata land till the end of the fourth century A.D, In th(‘ sixth century 
Kannada seems to have become the court language under the (lialnkyas. most ot whose 
inscriptions are recorded in the Kannada language. This Kannada language ot the 
sixth century may be presumed to have little differed fiom tlie language found in the 
Kavirajamarga of Nripatunga, a work of the 9fch century A.J). ubormding in Hanskrit 
and Prslkiit words. 


24. Little or nothing is known of the state of the Kannada language during the 
800 years from B.C, 300 <lown to A.D. 500. Nor is it knoAvn whether both Telugu and 
Kannada languages were much differentiated from Tamil, their sister-language. As 
pronouns, words in domestic use and most of the roots are exactly alike, tliese tliiee 
languages together with Malayalam form a single faniity, the Dravidian fannly of 
languages. If there had been a difference at all between the Andhra and Kaiiiftta 
languages, that difference may be presumed to have been not more than the difference 
that exists between Dharwar Kannada and Mysore Kannada now, for the distance 
of the Tamil country from Kannada or Telugu country is not greater tlian that bet- 
ween Mysore and Dharwar. What marks off Dharwar Kannada from Mysore Kannada 
lies in accentuation and a few local words and local changes in the usage of -words. 

25. If this assum})tion were true, the marked difference between Kannada or 
Telugu on the one hand and Tamil on the other hand would lun’e to be accounted ff»r 
by supposing that the differentiation oi these languages occurred dining the eight 
or nine hundretl years from B.f. 300 to A.1). 500 or 600. The causes of their differenti- 
ation are (1) the political separation of these languages from each other ami (2) the 
study by the people of a foreign language neglecting their own Dravidian tongue under 
foreign rule. That migration of a people from their central home to distant climes 
brings about such morphological and phonological changes in kindre<l languages as 
make it hard to recognise their mutual affinity, is a philological principle acceptable 
to all. Sucb is the case with the (Ireek, Latin, (leltic, Iranian, and Vedic languages 
belonging to the Indo-Aryan family. But in the case of the Dravidian languages in 
q^uestion there is no migration of the people to distant lands. Hence their separation 
is only a disassociation from each other due to political causes- There is no evidence 
to say that such political separation affected the Druviijian languages even before the 
Mauryan period. Hence it may be concluded that the four Dravidian languages of 
Southern India had been differentiated in the course of the nine hundred years from 
B.C. 800 to A.D, 600. 

26. As no literary or religious work written before the Mauryan period in. the 
parent language of these four sister languages is forthcoming, it fdlows that before 
|iliei)lf>ps 0 lii|cal separation the Dravidians had cultivated no literary taste so as to veisify 
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ttevt religious or literary ideas just as the Buddhists and the Jains did in Pali and 
Prakpit tongues which are the sources of the Bengali, Mahrati and other languages of 
Northern India. Nor do the Telugu or Kannada people appear tiD 8 or 9 hundred 
years after their political separation from the Tamils, viz., the Cholas and the Pandyas, 
to have begun to compose their literary or religious works. Nor can the Tamils be 
expected to have had any popular literary work among them before their political 
separation from their brethren, the Telugua and the Kamradigas. It may be pre- 
sumed that the dawning of literary culture among them was due to the influence which 
the Mauryan conquest of a portion of Southern India must have necessarily exerted 
upon them ; for, their Sangam period is evidently coeval with the introduction of 
writing in Southern India. As Telugu, Kannada, Grantha, Tamil and other South 
Indian scripts have been, according to the unfailing evidence of Epigraphy, derived 
from or have evolved out of the Brahmi script, it follows that a century or two after 
the Mauryan conquest of a part of Southern India the art of writing came into use 
among the Tamils. Had there been any writing in the Dekhan before the Mauryan 
conquest, the Telugus and the Kaunadigas would not have neglected it till they were 
tatight the Brahmi script, out of which the Telugu and Kannada alphabets which 
are quite similar to each other have unmistakably evolved. 

27. Just as the common literary culture of the Iranians and the Vedic Aryans 
gave rise to the Zend Avestha among the former and to the Vedas among the latter 
after the separation of the two branches from each other, so, if there had been a common 
literary culture among the Dravidians before their political division and separation 
it would not have failed to stimulate the bterary activity of the Telugu and other three 
branches of the Dravidians. As no literaiy activity of any kind has been found either 
among the Telugus or among the Karnata people till the sixth century A.D., it follows 
that the TamiHans, their neighbours, had developed no literary taste for a long 
time after their political separation. 

28. There can be no doubt that after the political isolation of the Telugu and 

KarnSita provinces from the Tamil land, the two languages began to develop their 
phonetic and morphological changes. It is a fact that like Tamil the early Telugu 
and Kannada languages required no more than thirty distinct alphabetical characters 
to represent their vowels and consonants. At their early stage, the two languages 
had no siich vowel sounds as y, 1, and the anusvara, and such consonants as the second, 
the third, and the fourth of each of the fi.ve Vargas, and neither ksha nor jna sounds. 
These additional sounds properly belong to the Prakrit and Sanskrit languages. The 
importation, of foreign words into these languages led to the inclusion'of these addi- 
tional characters in the Telugu and Kannada alphabets. Unlike the Tamil language, 
both the Telugu and Kannaidla tongues contain a large number of what are called Tat- 
sama and Tadbhava. words. The Tatsamas are purely Sanskrit words while the Tad- 
bhayas, though regarded as popular ebrruptioiis of San^it words, are really Pr§;krit, 
W'ords, imported into these languages trheii Prakrit whs current as'an ofijcial langda^’

38. SurS^vara was followed by Bodhaghana, his disciple at Sringeri. The latter 
was succeeded" by Jnanaghana whose successor was Jnandttama. Next came Jnana- 
giii who was followed by Simhagiri. Then came Isvarattrtha and Narasimhatirtha 
one after the other. The latter was succeeded by Vidyatirtha known also as VidyS,- 
sankara, learned in all the sSstras and expert in Tantra and Mantra. 

39. Meanwhile the younger of the two sons of a poor learned Brahman in 
Varangal had no taste for worldly pleasures and proceeding on a tour of pilgrimage 
through many sacred places of India to Sringeri embraced asceticism under 
Vidy^sankara. He was given the name of Bharatikrishnatirtha and succeeded his 
guru on the latter’s demise. A few years afterwards his elder brother became very 
anxious to know his whereabouts and going in search of him from place to place came 
at last to Sringeri and saw him living the life of a Sannyasi. VidySsankara admired 
his learning and having initiated him in the Sannyasa order named him as Vidya- 
ranya. VidyAranya showed his works, e,specially his VMabhashya to Vidya4ankara 
who commended it and advised him to obtain the. opinion of distinguished Pandits 
in different places in India. Accordingly taking the Bh4shya with him he went to 
Benares and other places and got their approval of the work. , That Vidyarapya met 
a Brahmarakshasa near the Vindhya hills and that following the instructions given him 
by Vyasa in Benares he returned to Hampe and caused the Br§,hman to obtain release 
from Rakshasa nature, is a story in the work apparently to magnify Vidyaranya’s 
intellectual and spiritual works. There seems to be nothing incredible in a second story 
narrated of him in the work. He was a little dull and following the advice of a wo- 
man who prevented him from committing suicide for the sake of his dullness he continued 
to worship the goddess of learning and became a very learned man. 

40. At this time Sangama, a descendant of the Yadu family was the king of 
Hampe and its neighbouring land. He had five sons named Harihara, Kampa, Bukka, 
Mfira, and Muddapa. Harihara and Bukka were employed by Virarudra, king of 
YarAngal as his financial ofRcers. When Virarudra and his strccessor Riman&tha were 
successively dethroned and drivem out by the Sultan of Delhi, both Harihara and Bukka 
were captured and imprisoned in the castle of the Cavalry commander of the Sultan, 
Though ther effected their escape, they were recaptured and placed before the SultaU. 
Pleased with their valour, he released them and permitted them to rule! over the 
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tb<*v aspired for from a son of their own. I’his they did and that is how a numher 
of works written by Vidyaranva, are even now known a& ^Madljaviya and Hayaniya 
(Madhava’s and Sayana’s). 

42. Following the advice of Vidydranya, flarihara and Bukka strengtlienecl their 
army and routed out Hoysala Ballaja in battle an<l built a new city under the name 
Vijayanagara. The date on which, the foumlation of the city was laid is stated in a 
verse as follows 

“ When there have elapsed the years measured by 1258 (Nfiga-ishu-arka) in the 
Saka era, in the year Dhatri, in the month of Vaisdkha, in the bright fortnight, on Bun- 
day the 7th lunar day witlr the constellation Bharani, Vidydranya laid the ffumdation 
of the city of Vijayanagara”. 

There is however some error in tlie date given liere. The week day does not 
agree with the Tit hi, nor does the Xakshatra. 

The ritv is said to meH>sure two Yojanas l)oth in breadth and length. 

43. On the occa.^ion of crowning Ilarihara in the new Capital Vidydranya (aused 
the king to make a number of land and money grants to learned men. To replenish 
the troasuiy of the fvinadoni Vidyaranva is said to have caused h}' the power of his 
pcnan<*e an ahiindant shower of gold from heaven. Harihara’s son who appeared to 
be dumb gained his j»ower of speech through Vidyfirapya’s charms. Having gone 
to Ka^t for a secoml time Vidyaranva is said to have established tw'o Maths. At his 
suggestion Harihara made rich land grants to Bringeri Math and sent the informa- 
tion to Bringeri through Marappa. Vidydranya is also said to have cured Bukka of 
a deadly disease from which he wa.s suffering. Jt is on this occasion that Vidya&uxkara 
temple was constructed at Ariugeri. A letter was sent to Vidydranya in Kdsi request- 
ing him to return to Ariugeri. Meanwhile Bharatlkrishnatirfha died and Aidya- 
ranva succeeded hiim At the same time Bukka also died at Vijayanegar and Vidya- 
ranya arrived here and crowned Ilarihaia IT, son of Bukka. 

44. In addition to the rich laud-endowments given to the Ariugeri Math, Vidya- 
ranva is said to have .se<‘urcd lor the Math a number of Birudas (honours and titles) 
fro)n the emperor of Vijajmnagar. The list of Birudas is as follows : — 

1. An umbrella named Mahirliakra. 

2. Aankha. big conch shell.

46. After receiving these honours Vidyarapya returned to Ariugeri af>companied 
by Harihara II. A temple to Bh§,rattkrishxiatirtha was birilt and two Agrakflras called 
Syingapura and Vidyarapyapura respectively were also constructed and given, to 
learned Brahmans together with Vrittis or agricultural lands for living. 

46, Vidyarapya was succeeded by ChandiaS§khara-hblrati who was followed 
T^^otme Purushdttomabhtoatd who was greatty ionwrta

47. Puru‘ih6ttamAbliardti’.s disciple was ftankarabhdiati. They were both 
honoured by Jlamadevaniya of Vijayana<;ar (1406-14.16). ►^ankaiabbarati’s disciples 
were Chandrasekharabharati and Nri&imha])]iardti, both of wJioiu a})peared as if they 
were the sons of ftiv'a hnnbcif. 

48 The text hero is not clear as to whether these two pet sons successively followed 
Sankarabharati on the pontifical seat at Sringeri and whether Ramachandrabharati 
.succeeded Nrisimhabharati or .^ankarabharati. Ramacliandrabharati was succeeded 
by Nrisimbabharali. Both Tlamachandra and Nfisiniha were aieatly honomed by 
Praudhadevaraya (1414-1446) and VirupAksha (1467-1478). Then came Dviguna 
Nrisimhabharati who was greatly respected by Mallikarjuna (1446-1467) and also 
RSmad^va. He was followed by Abhinava Niisimhabhaxati who was greatly revered 
by Virupaksha (1467-3478). Venkatappa N^yak of Ikkeri (1582-1629) pre.sented him 
with his own green flag as a badge of honour. His coramentaiy on the Bivagita is a 
learned work He was an expert in Tantras and Mantras. He selected a boy of foreign 
country as his disciple under the name Sachchiddnandabharati. 

49. At the invitation of Venkatappanfiyak of IkkM, both Abhinava Nrisimha- 
bh4rati and SachchidS,naudabharati went to Ikkeri. Sachcliidanandabharabi made 
discour, se.s in Tarka, Mimansa, and Vedanta in the Court oi Venkata, and was admired 
for his learning by the Court Pandits. Spending a few days in Ikkeri and Sagara, the 
Guru with his disciple returned to Sringeri. After the demise of Abhinavam isimha- 
bhaiati, Sachchidanandabharati succeeded him. At the reque.st of Venkatappa 
Ndyak, the Guru proceoderl to Ikkeri and Koluru whore he worshipped Goddess 
Mukamba. 


.50. Venkatappa was succeeded by Virabhadranayak (1629-45). The chief of 
Kalasa by name Bhairava who w^as waiting for an opportunity to recover his territory 
seized bv Venkatappa now invaded the territory of the Kojadi State and took posses- 
sion of some part ot Keladi territory measuring aixyojanas (24 miles), Sringeri being 
situated v/ithin it Bhairava sent some of his officers to fetch Sachchidanandabharati 
to lCah.<a, his capital Without fearing him the guru went to Kalapa and was lodged 
in a tent on the bank of the Tunga. After going through his u,sual dailj’- religious duties 
the guru went to see Bhairava in his palace and having prahed the good qualities of 
Virabhadranayak, his enemy and having blessed Bhairava, boldly sat before the 
greedy chief. Intent on taking away the wealth of the Sringeri Math, Bhairava mar- 
shalled his brave warriors with drawn swords before the litura. Sachchidananda- 


bh^rati showed no signs of fear and began to discourse on spiritual .subjects in a grave 
ami dignified tone. Thinlting that the ascetic was no timid man to surrender the wealth 
of the Math to him, Bhairava presented the Guru with silk cloths and sent him back 
to Sringeri. No sooner had the Guru reached Sringeri than came Bhairava to Sringeri 
with his army. Having been frightened at the sudden arrival of the plunderer at 
Sringeri, most of the inhabitants left Sringeri for a neighbouring village for safety. 


Having won over the treasurer of the Mafli, Bhairava carried away the money of the 
Having made a ditch round Sringen as a protective measure against his enemy, 
vs^ Tfwt before tiie Guru luod fearing his spiritual powers returned to 
wMygut ti) pa<fify him. The army of Viyabhadra followed

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SaclicliidAnaiKlahhurati was about to leave lie town fen- (*imai*ina hini.s«11’ in makirisf 
penance elsewhere. Ikleauwliile Virabhaclra sent a Pan^lit to tell the diiru that he was 
prepared to put down Bhairava and that there was no npoeM.sity for the Guru to leave 
the Math. Accordingly the Guru sent ble^-sinas to Vir.ilihadra and jierfoiincd penance 
in the Math for the king’s victory. In the battle wliieh ensued between them , Bhairava 
sustained a defeat and surrendered himself to ^'irabhadra who. pleased with hi*- Mib- 
mi-ssion, allowed him to go back to his capital and keep peace. Hearing this the Guru 
was immensely pleased and narrated the stories of Bh&rata and liumayana to Mra- 
bhadra. It is at this time that the Guru roinposed a ICitvya calk'd Huinachandra- 
raahodaya. But the Guru's peace was short-lived, for a few <hivs afler, Bhairava 
plundered the Math for a seeondtiine and made the Guru ‘“as emaciated as tlie ciesteut 
moon after the loss of his wealth ". Tlie Guru left the enjpty Mafli and livcsl somewhere 
outside l^ringeri. Hearing of thih Virahhadra stationed some of his aimy on a momul 
near l^ringeri to guard the town and jrersmulerl tlie (turn to return to the Math, firingeri 
now became partly a military station an<l partly a sacred ])lace of gods and saints. 
Having seen the gods and saint.s of the Math ami received the blessings of the Guru, 
Virabhadra returned to Ikkeri. 

52. ’ Enraged at this. Bhairava sent his army for a thir<l time and besieged the 
town. The Commander of Virahhadra’s army was a man of low character and having 
been bribed by Bhairava began to retreat before Bhairava’s army. The inhabitants 
of ftringeri were very much frightened and appealed to the Guru for hel]». The author 
of the Guruvam^a-mahA,-kavya seriously narrates the story that the Guru saw in his 
dream that at his fervent prayer the (lods and Goddesses of the Math attacked Bhai- 
rava 's army and put it to flight and that as the Guru dreamt there was no army be- 
sieging the town the next day. The Guru is said to have compr)sed in memory of the 
victory his three minor works called Guru-sataka, Minakshi-Sataka and KovklasL taka 
and lived in peace for the rest of his time. 

53. In JKLeladi, Virabhadra was succee<led by Sivappa Ntiyak (](i43-ld6(». He 
seemed to be indiflerent towards the Sringeri Math. Hrged by his followers Bachchi- 
danandabhdrati proceeded though uninvited to Bidure. the capital of Bivappa, who 
however, received the Guru with due honours and sent him back tt) Bringeri bighly 
pleased. The Guru built a temple hi Bringeri and set up the Goddess Bhav 3 ’Simbika. 
As one Narasimha-y6gi, the successor of Hamachandrannmi did not behave well to- 
wards the Sringeri Math, he was driven out of Bidure ami ordered to reside in a math at 
Sangama. The lands ami other properties of the Math were hande<l over to Bringeri by 
BivappaNftyaka. After the demise of HuchchidanandabhA.rati,Nrisimhabhai}itiavScend- 
ed the pontifical seat at Bringcri and at the invitation of Chennamma|i (1671-1677) 
the widow of Sivappa Nayak went to Bidure. Having stayed there a few days, 
he returned to Sringeri. During the great famine in the year Akshaya A.D. 1686, 
NrisimhabMrati was so liberal as to feed daily more than a thousand people come to 
the Math, for relief. His successor was Sachchidanandablulira ti and ho was duly anointed 
as the Guru on the third lunar day of the dark half of Phfilguna of the cyclic year, 
P&rthiva in Saka 1627 corresponding to A.D. 1706 and was greatly honoured by Basava, 
ChennammaiVs successor at Bidure (1697-1714). At the invitation of the Nayak he 
also proceeded to Bidure and returned to Sringeri with honours. Sometime after 
this, the Guru proceeded on a pilgrimage to Bubrahma^ya where his procession witli 
all honours is said to have been carried out inspite of the powerful oppositioli made 
by the followers of Madhvaoharya. The Guru bathed in the KumaradhhrA and 
worshipped Subrahma^iya in the cyclic year Inanda (A.D. 1734). Prom Suhruh- 
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mmisters. Then he went to Uppinan^di and Inavallipura (^) and from that place 
he passed through Koti^vara and Honn3,var to Gdkarna where the Guru took neces- 
sarv measures to guard the wealth <if his Math against a pirate chief, who failing in his 
attempt to steal the valuable.s the Math, diiected his attention to the wealthy in- 
habitants in Gdkarna and Udupi and carried awav both their wealth and women. 

54. From Gdkarna the Guru went through Manojna-narayanapura to Bringeri. 
On his wav to Bringeri he proceeded toBenkipur at the request of Hanuma, a Palya- 
gdr chief at the place. From Benkipur he passed to Tarikere, the stronghold of another 
Palyagar chief called PattAbhirama who presented the Guru with an elephant to carry 
the victory drum in addition to large sums of money. After reaching Bringeri and 
.spending some time there Sachchidanandabharati proceeded again to Gokarna on the 
occasion of a solar eclipse. From Gdkarna he went to Bilige at the request of the 
Palyagar Chief of that place. From Bilige he went to Banavasi and received from 
Sada4iva, the chief of Banavasi, large sums of money as presentation to the Math. 
From Banavasi he returned to Keladi at the request of Virabhadra, the successor Cf 
Basdva and paid visits to Sagara, and Tkkeri. From Ikkdn he leturned to Bringeri 
halting for a few days at Tirthahalli on his way back. Again at the request of 
Sdmasekharanaj’ak (1714-17,39) Sachchidanandabharati ^ ent to Bidure and was given 
a hearty reception by the Nayak accompanied by bis ministers and army- Having 
spent a few days there, he returned to Bringeri.” 

55. Such is the brief biographical sketch of the successive Gurus of Bringeri given 
by Lak.shmanasastri in his Guruvamfiaparampara.. It is to be noted how the life of 
the Guru.s of the Bringeri Math had taken quite a different turn with Bharati Krishna 
Tirtha under the influence of VidyAranya. From Surdsvaracharya onwards down to 
Vidyasankara, the chief avocation of the Gurus was learning, spread of learning and 
penance. They had no Jahagirs or 1and-ent!owments to manage, no rituals to observe 
exce})t self-realisation and no tours to make with elephants, camels, palanquins, flag's 
and other paraphernalia of titles, honours. With the arrival of Vidyftranya at Bringeri 
everything changed. With the money and materials secured by Vidy&ranya for the 
Math. Bharati Knshnatirtha caused the temples of SS,rad.a and Vidyasankara to be 
constructed Besides the daily worsliip of the Gods, Goddesses, and saints, special 
worship on the occasions of Navaratra in September and October, Sivaratre in Febru- 
ary and other religious festivals on other occasions began to be performed and such 
performances required the expenditure of large sums of money. With a view to meet the 
expenditure of money necessary for worship and for feeding crowds of Brahmans gather- 
ed from all quarter.'! on the festive occasions, Vidyaranya succeeded in getting from the 
Emperors of Vijayangar for the math, rich land-endowments Witli a view to impress 
the people with the importance of the Math, he succeeded in getting also from the 
emperors of Vijayanagar various kinds of honours unknown to any Math till then. 


55. Thus instead of remaining a calm centre of study, contemplation, and penance 
as it was before, the Math became a small state with officers to collect its revenue and 
spend it, with priests to carry on the daily and special worship and with a huge body 
of seryante to take caa?e of the honours of the Math. The Gurus from Vidyaranya 
onwards seem to have been termed Raja-hamsas or royal saints consistent with the 
stately rao|r of the The other Mfttha established by the followers of Eftmanuja-

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PART III-EPiaRAPHY. 

57. The total number of records collected daring the year is 1 13. Of these, 1 1 are 
copper-plate grants, 3 sannads and the rest stone inscriptions. These records relate 
to Vaydumbas, Choks, Ghahikyas, Kakchuryas, Yadavas, Hoysalas, Yijayanagar 
kings, Keladi chiefs, Clersoppa chiefs, Mysore kings and others. A dynastic and chro- 
nological list is appended at the end of the report. 

The inscriptions discovered in and around Uersoppa reveal the names of some new 
families of kings related to each other by ties of marriage and ruling over parts of 
Shimoga and Canara in the loth century A. D. They are Honna, King of Oersoppa, 
Mangarasa of Nagirapura, Basavadevarasa of Banavasi and others. 

A noteworthy feature of some of the inscriptions collected clming the year is the 
power exercised by the Mahajanas in villages in givuiting lands for religious and charit- 
able purposes with or without reference to the culmg sovereign, {mU No. 4, 7, l‘.>, ll.S)^ 

Attention is also drawn to the custom of setting up a stone to afford shelter to 
refugees seeking protection against eneuiks .advancing to slay them, (-inde No, 33).

This records the gift of a plot of wet land measuring 4 salages under Karuganakere 
;ank together with two plots of dry land each measuring 100 kambas made by Heggade 
iilvanna XAtamalla with the moMjanas, gmu^^das, and all the G6ja people, under the 
)rders of Hoy.sala king Vira-ballala (II) for the .service of God G6j66vara and for the 
■epairs of tbe temple. The land wa.s placed under the supervision of Amritarasi- 
randita, son of Dharmarasipandita, who was a disciple of Aghdrasakti-pandita, who 
3elonged to Kalanmkba sect of Saivites having Lakulagama as their sacred book. 

An imperfect genealogy of tbe Hoysala kings from Sala is given in tbe inscription. 
The grant is dated Thursday (Vaddavara) the 3rd lunar day of the bright half of Jyd- 
ihta with Vyatipjita in the Uttarayana half of the year Sobhakrit, Saka 1106. This 
3orrespottds to Thursday 26th May A.D. 1183. The record ends with the usual impre- 
catory verse svadattam, etc.

In this 
world there are few who requije the good deeds done by others to them. To that king 
Eraga and tJie beautiful Eehale possessed of goofl cl»aracter, were born like the abode.s 
of determination and prowe.ss, Balial.a, Visbriu and Edaj'aditya, Of these Vishnu’s 
prowess is as follows : — 

The moment his eyes became even slightly red with anger, tlie elements of 
sovereignty {saptanr/a) po.sses.sed by hostile kings fell into the hands of King Vishnu. 
His fighting power is matchle.ss and extraordinary. King Vishnu, beloved con.sort of 
Lakshmi (qxxeen) resembles (the god) Vishpu in being the al ofle of slielter 
for the god.s {learned men), with Gariida as hi.s vehicle (possesswi of chariots drawn 
by horses,) and eyes like the lotus, being the support for the eaith resting on hoods 
of serpents (enjoying the worldly, pleasures, ) ]»ossesser of great strength, lor«l of the earth, 
and praised by the world. His chief queen Lakshmadevi of matchless vijtiie on earth, 
had by him, the son named Narasinga, the foremost among riilcr.s. King Narasimlia, 
])!ucl<s away by force the tusks of the enemies, elephants in battle, and striking 
them on their frontal globes, tears them asunder ami with the fresh pearls red with blood 
issuing from the globes appears to present a shining necklace to the goddess of victory. 
What hero can encounter him in tlie battle-fiekl ? The arrow shot by him at the tusks 
of the rutting elephants of the hostile kings that oppose him in battle pierces their 
globes and comes out in their hind parts. 8uch is the prowess of Karasimhu-Deva. 
To that Idng Nara.simha and his honoured chief queen Kchalo. was bom king BaJlala 
an abode of wealth and possessed of firmness resembling a raoimtain. Iving Ballala 
was like Kartikeya, slayer of the demon Tilraka in battle (matchless hero), possessed 
of great strength, able to move in heaven (able in investigating things). How can I 
compare Ballala to the smr ! Though the two resemble each other in brightness Ballala 
is kind towards learned men and the \'ii'tuou3 while the sun is hot and burning, and 
while the sun does not shine at night Ballala ’s fame spreads over the universe at alj 
times. When king Ballala takes out of the scabbard his .shining sword, the hostile 
kings run away from their place.s ; when he brandishes it, they tremble with fear. This 
connection between his sword and his enemies is highly curious. The brave king BaMla 
was a match for the lord of serpents in ])osseasing many hoods (pleasures), an equal 
of Indra in beauty, a Vishpu in the display of great prowess, a Siva in commanding 
obedience from others, a Rama in possessing a luwoic and noble inind. and a match 
for Karna in liberality. The greatness of the queen of king Ballaja;- Brahiiia after 
practising the art' of creating women for a long time has now attained skill in, the art 
since he has created Umhd&vi possessed of great beauty and spotless character, queen 
of Ballala, a gem among women, ever liberal to the learned and possessed of great fame. 
To UmftdSvi endowed with eyes resembling the lotus and slender form and having 
the fragrance of the lily it is only proper that king Ballala of the heroic lunar race should 
. be husband. This brave king Balfala, the lord of the goddess of fame, erected the 

beautiful teniple of Baliaid^vgra in Arasiyakere. , 


Be it well. While the maMmanda^^vara, entitled to the band of iye instruments, 
lord of the excellent city of Dvaravati, a submarine fixe to the ocean tfet is the Tuluva 
army, wild fire to rival kinsmen, ah elephant to the lotus, garden that, is the Pandya

In thetown Arahi\aker(‘])o.shessedufgrcat beauty, king Vira Ballalacon- 
seiT.tteil the god Viral)allA!es\ara, and tor the doily food oA’ering and perpetual lamp 
to the goil. tor the food of the priests and seivants. made the following grant wdth the 
prturhig of water after washing the feet of Kriyai^akti-pandita, ilisciple of Vimalasakti 
of Nei.iasamma’iha ? belonging to the mutt at Hud igcre on Monday, thenewmonn-<lav 
with Vyatipata and Rankrainaiia in the month of Pushya of the cyclic yeai Kiiaka, 
Raka vear 1110: — 

To Kriyasakti (weit* given) (5 salages or 240 Kandias of w'et land below the tank' 
in Aguji and WOO kninbas of dry laud near the temple.

Ahavainalladev.i, rules over the land W'itliout opposi- 
thni. lie had ao Tual to ehalh'nee Ids l)ra\ery. The ^parks of the forest lire of 
his v.dnnr burnt down the fores< namely hi- ••iieinies. Fj\en now his enemies are not 
eajiahle of .-.inouthiii out fioin the eaith. tlie thorns of w'hich he was ever ready to up- 
root.f lie put down the hauj>htiness of the Konkanas poor in wealtli. liavina deprived 
them of the>r spotless toyai iiisi^^nij* and e-.tahlished his name for truth. 

By him wdth inviiieibh* valour and with the title namely Bali Gonka-Prach.an<;]a 
ever running in advance btdoie hiui was assailed even the city of Dhara which 
proved iuvincitrk' to eaily kinjis. He lieim; single lik<‘ Kama slew wdth ease, with his 
sharp arrowsjthe Plidja Line, wli(» was like Kiixana and who was aecoinpanied on a 
liattle-lield by ten hundreib of elephants ami brave ainl powerful warriors, lord of 
the earth, with hinh and revered ]Kisition. the prnserful Clifiliikya Hama. 

The illustrious Alunamalla, reinarkubletorljis learning and power, e\’ier observing 
lik<‘ .1 rite the v\ork ol respect ini' the cause ol eliaiity, wealth and honour has been 
lonp inling over tlu' land nnoppo^ed. While he vv.i- ruliin! over the earth confusion 
or over-lajrpiug of castes (and letters) w\e never wituesseil except among the uncul- 
tured Kuyastha people (Kciibes): the wotd t.isKaia (tliiel) was indicative of its own 
form, (not ol a person) and remained only aiuoug the tlrammarians since its meaning 
was nowhere .ipplienble ; npasargas (ealaiuities and jurticles of words) were invdsible 
exee[)t in associalioii with verbs, viuralm (war ami splittin” of words) was never seen 
exeept in saniasa and tlu* coiiimeniary on taddhitsntu wonh. 

The n.inava->i kititr<loni , shone like the face of the womun-like cvmntry under his 
jirotection. The vilhme called M.ihat.itnka shone like a vertical colour mark of her 
forehead. In hi-, kingdom Bralimanas w'cn* pos'-pwsl (»f control ov’cr body and mind and 
♦dluM'good (jiialitic^ and ever bent on the perforitiance ol study sacrifice, meditation 
oblation and (*f>nt<Mc plat ion. They take ple.isure in ever lea rnine teaching, ofiieiating 
in tlj(« .sacrifici' of others and niakinu gifts in their luaises. In his kingdom learned 
men luiving obtained victory in debate with other learned men were eapxble of com- 
piling commentaries, invest iuatinns. debales, teaching and other academical work 
and shone like lights of the wtirld. 


WJiere men learned in the Vedas re(‘lte tlunn free from Hrasta. nirasta and other 
errors in pronunciation and learn nccentnatioii. syllabirH-utioii, Pada, Krama, and 
Samhita in accordance with ralas treating of them and recite the Vedas in assemblies 



the room of tliesacrificer’s wife, the as.seiuUy (xi'lii-.), the ITaviidliaiiii. the CJuitvala * , 
the Samitra*' , the marjallyat , the Agiiidhriys'’ , the Dhislinva ** aial astarasti', 

Ha\nn,g worshipped the feet of all the Bralmmn Mahajaiias possessed of such 
scholarshi]> as has been described above, wlieu there had elapsed nine liundrcil and 
seventy nine years in the Saka era, on Sunday the 3rd lunar day of the light half 
of Vaisiikha in the cyclic year Vi jarabi, Prabhu Maliadevaiya, sou of Sndfiaropadhyaya 
of ingirasa-gotra of the village Kuduvariji, Marghanayakii, son of Adudvivtdi of 
AtrC‘ya-gdtra of the village AntarvOdi Avana. (fdhalaiya, son of Gdvai'dhanaXagadeva 
of Vasishtlia-gotra of the village Holagere, Kaliyaiiasetti, son of Attithura. Poleyauima 
of the village Kuntana Kereyiir, Singanasetti, (‘hittayya of flittabe, Majayya of 
Nagasetti, Malakka of Basavasetti, Sovayya of Ariunayya, Behiyya tjf Minhlayya 
of the village BaguH, Chikkabaysisetti of Sangajjayya of the village Attalur, Masaptiyya^ 
son of Ketisetti, Sattiyanasetti of the village Angadi, — ^^Perstms bearing these names 
having purchased the field of Krishnatataka with stfjue.s and wedges set up for mea- 
surement and having restricted the use of the water only to the donee, anrl having 
exempted it from all imposts and with the permission of the mahajanas, jnade a grant 
of the above field to the God Apfluicsvara to last as long as the moon, ami tlie stars. 

Those who preserve this will have as much merit as the donor, 'rijose who destroy 
it will be guilty of the sin of infanticide. It is said : Whoever <lestroys the property 
of gods and of Brahmans with greed — that sinful man will feed himself on the refuse 
of vultures after death. 

Bhatta Visiuiu, a lion to the elephants that are disputants, one who has cro,sscd 
over the ocean of learning, possessed of good condn<?t, a bee on the lotus feet of god 
Siva of Andixla composed the grant of this field. Born of the same village, an orna- 
ment of his family, with mind firmly set in the worship of gods and Bralmiaus, Kas- 
yapa Madhava wrote this grant in his own good haiitl-writing under the ordem of the 
village. Ruvari Naki, son-in-law of Nagavatmoja of the big village Lokkigup^i 
engraved this. Peace.
